Final passage came after’ Ad- 
ministration forces defeated two 
moves to cut down the size of the 
aid program. The most potent of 
these, an amendment by n. 
George, Democrat, Georgia, to 
trim $200,000,000 off the funds for 
Atlantic Pact nations, lost 46-32.

All the antiadministration candi- 
dates were defeated, indicating that had

It must be kept in mind the Council is 
really the government and that the intent 
of the plan is to have co-operation be- 
tween the Mayor and the Council.

One of the features of the runover was 
the victory by Joe Allen. His success illus- 
trates two features of the American char- 
acter—sympathy for the underdog and the 
desire to help a man come back. Allen, 


who suddenly and tempestuously obtained 
a police record and sentence on account of 
alcohol, won the people when, on com- 
pletion of his sentence, he accused only 
himself and announced he wanted another 
chance. He filed a letter of resignation 
with the Clerk of Council, to be used 
should he ever officially stray again. He 
discovered that his opponent also had a rec- 
ord and his call on him to file a similar 
letter was most helpful politically. It was 
a typical American tribute, and Council- 


- man Allen, we hope and believe, will not 


again let the people down. 

Only an approximate 17,000 persons 
voted in the runover, out of a total of 
more than 94,000 registered. 

Both the original election and the run- 
over were orderly and capably held. The 
Committee and the election officials han- 
dled both fairly and honestly, with a mini- 
mum of petty violations which, we hope, 
renewed vigilance will reduce to the irre- 
ducible minimum.

Wages, Pensions and Strikes 


| The United Steelworkers’ Union has 
agreed to another extension of the strike 
truce. That means there will be no steel 
strike before Oct. 1, at least. 

But coal miners already are out. It is 
only a question of time until the coal re- 
serve supply is used up. When that hap- 
pens steel furnaces will be forced to close 
down, even if there is no strike in steel. 


Without steel, automobile plants can- 
not operate, even if the present dispute 
between Ford and the United Automobile 
Workers’ Union meanwhile is settled. 

The present strike situation offers a 
pen-and-ink drawing of the interdepend- 
ence of the various segments of our eco- 
nomic system. One part cannot be in- 
jured without affecting the other parts. 

Particularly does the present situation 
reveal the power of a single union, and 
often of a single individual, over the en- 
tire country. It is a powerful argument 
against industry-wide bargaining and 
against exemption of unions from anti- 
trust laws. 

We thought from the beginning that 
Philip Murray’s insistence on steel accept- 
ing the recommendations of the Fact-Find- 
ing Board was unwise. Mr. Murray, hap- 
pily, has reversed that stand and now is 
ready to bargain with the steel concerns 
at the first opportunity. That may be 
today. 


While it is true that the Board’s peace 
formula was in the form of a recommenda- 
tion, it also is true that the Board, with 
equal firmness, recommended a return to 
true collective bargaining. It is hardly 
collective bargaining when one side must 
accept in advance a set of conditigns as 
a prelude to renewed negotiations. 


The Board’s recommendations for social 
insurance and pensions for steel workers 
have struck a responsive chord throughout 
organized labor. It is easy to understand 
this. Today there are 11,000,000 Ameri- 
cans 65 years old and older. They make 
up 742 percent of the population. In 1900 
there were only 3,000,000 that age, making 
up only about 4 percent of the population. 
Fear of a penniless old age is much more 
with workers today. And it will continue 
to be of increasing concern as _ science 
keeps lengthening the human life span. 


If pensions and employee security do 
provide the formula for settlements of 
present disputes, it is well that the public 
be warned against accepting that as com- 
plete defeat of a Fourth Round. The fact 
is, it would hardly be a moral victory. For 
whatever the cost of pensions and social 
security, it is surely an added cost of 
doing business, as much so as an equiva- 
lent wage increase. And no amount of 
sleight-of-hand reasoning {can make it 
otherwise.

High Prices Forced Devaluation 


WASHINGTON—Why the British were forced to order a 30 percent devaluation of the pound in 
relation to the American dollar is best illustrated by a comparison of some of the basic prices of goods 


here and in England. 
they still may seem to our people. 

Take the case of a common American house- 
hold article, electric refrigerators, for example. 
In Britain, a refrigerator of 6.4 cubic feet capac- 
ity, prior to devaluation, would have cost $500, 
including a purchase tax of $100. Comparable 
models in the United States of eight-feet capac- 
ity—larger—sell for about $230, or less than half. 
Even eliminating the purchase tax and applying 
the 30 percent devaluation reduction to the basic 
price of $400, the British machine would still 
sell for $280. 


Men’s suits offer another illustration. Ac- 
cording to trade experts who have made a 
survey of the British price structure, the bet- 
ter grade suits before devaluation could not 
be bought for less than 30 pounds, which was 
equivalent to about $120 under the old ratio 
of $4.03 to the pound sterling. Now with the 
pound devalued to $2.80, the same suits 
would cost $84. American prices can still 
beat the lower figure. 


Automobiles offer a prime example, though 
exact comparisons are not possible. After the 
war the British sought to introduce in the Ameri- 
can market a low-priced car to compete with our 
Fords, Chevys and Plymouths. It was smaller 
and less spacious than our models, but sold for 
only a few hundred dollars less. They sold fairly 
well during the period of scarcity, but as soon as 
production began to catch up we quit buying 
them and the British had to ship a lot of them 
back home. Americans preferred to spend a 
few hundred dollars more and get a better buy. 
Now with a price reduction tag of 30 percent 
put on them, they may be expected to sell better. 


In the high-priced car field the British make 
one of the finest automobiles in the world—the 
Rolls Royce. But it sells for about $20,000, which 
is five times what a Cadillac costs here, for exam- 
ple. Other British cars which seem to be com- 
parable in quality to our Buicks, Chryslers, Pack- 
ards and Lincolns sell or sold before devaluation 
for around $6,000—quite a bit more than the 
American product. 

Utility work shirts sold for approximately the 
equivalent of $3 in England before devaluation, 


In most every line American prices show up to an advantage, high though 


contrasted with a $2 price tag here. Other men’s 
shirts to be bought here for about $3 brought 
twice that much in England. 

It was the flight of American trade from these 
prices that brought on the flight of the American 
dollar shortage that precipitated the British dol- 
lar crisis. They could not sell enough of their 
goods in the American market to produce the dol- 
lars necessary to pay for the things they bought 
from us. Devaluation of the pound was the con- 
sequences. 

But what was true of the price situation in 
Britain was more or less true in all European 
countries. All of their currencies appear to have 
been overvalued in relation to the American dol- 


lar. That is to say, a dollar would buy more 
in goods and services here than it would in most 
any other place in the world. Hence the chain 
reaction set off by the British devaluation move. 
When the British reduced the value of their cur- 
rency practically all other countries did likewise. 
As a result, the American dollar today reigns 
supreme throughout the world. 


Phere is a prominent school of thought 
that holds all currencies should be controlled 
by a free market without artificial props to 
anchor them to a given level. Events of the 
past week have tended to strengthen this the- 
ory. If the British had not sought to peg the 
pound at the old $4.03 level, leaving it to find 
its own price in the world monetary market, 
none of the present crisis probably would 
have occurred. American importers would 
have been able to bid on the pound in terms 
of what dollars should buy in comparable 
British goods for sale in this country. 


In that way also the currencies of all nations 
would be easily convertible. One of the present 
setbacks to world trade and foreign investment 
of American capital is the inability of Americans 
to get their money back in dollars from many for- 
eign dealings. Because of the scarcity of dol- 
lars the conversion of other currencies into dol- 
lars is strictly limited abroad. or foreign com- 
merce to flourish there should be no restrictions 
on convertibility anywhere.

At the Office 
In the Lonely Quiet 


When you come to the office at night to 

e, work, and sit there in the lonely quiet, looking 

" out the windows at the glare of lights and the 

dark ‘shadows of the massed buildings, there comes an inevitabie 

feeling of introspection and of reminiscence. I always have trouble 
getting down to the job I come to do. 

You can thinx about a lot of things—of how the slow wheel of 
earth is turning Australia into the sun as you sit in the dark... 
of how Melbourne and Sidney and Brisbane and poor, small-towny, 
provincial Darwin are coming to life—and how they look in the 
dawn’s early light. All the news of the world, on the machines 
during the day, are in your mind and you think of persons over 
the world reading it and commenting on it and its meaning to them. 

Much of it is introspection. 

Every person is, even as the poets have said, a part of what 
he has met and seen and read. There are many backgrounds and 
many environments. 


Once I recall being with the late S. V. Sanford, Chan- 
cellor of the University of Georgia, when he was greet- 
ing a young lady who had been given a trip to Europe as a gradua- 
tion present. 

“I was a fool to go,” she said. “I could have had a better time 
“3 I’d used the money to buy a convertible and gone to parties 

ere.” 

The Chancellor smiled his little smile and said, when she had 
departed, “She was a fool before she went.” 

I don’t know. I have seen people for whom travel in foreign 
countries was merely a tour of hotels, a few art galleries, cathe- 
drals, night clubs, and a search for restaurants where one could get 
American-type food. 

Maybe it was because I was hardly out of my home town be- 
fore I went off to college, that what travel it has been my luck 
to do was always enormously exciting and something to be lived. 
Food How I, a boy off a Tennessee farm, came to have such a 

catholic appetite for strange and unusual foods, I think 
can be explained by the fact that as a boy I came to know and 
be friends with boys and girls who were from Italian and Jewish 
families and who had me to their homes to eat. As a young and 
beginning newspaperman, one of my best friends and confidants 
was Domenick Petrucelli, who had a small Italian restaurant. He 
lived above it, in those days, with his pretty wife and small babies. 
I used to be invited there late at night, when the restaurant was 
closed, and Domenick would get out the records by Caruso and 
his wife would bring in ravioli and spaghetti, green peppers 
pickled in brine and olive oil, rye bread and sweet butter, and we 
would eat and listen to the records. I can still see the tears rolling 
down Domenick’s face as he listened to Caruso sing. 

I have always liked strange, new food. I have eaten the small 
octopi with the Greeks, who like it but become almost ill thinking 
of anyone eating anything so awful as frog legs. Snails, the French 
snails from Burgundy, I esteem as one of the greatest foods man 
has ever discovered. In Iran, I tried, and liked, a pilaff with a 
raw egg stirred in it, and in Denmark I had the raw beef sand- 
wiches, hot with fresh strips of horseradish, and found them good. 
And so on. 


Peoples Anyhow, having started out in life somehow, with no 
prejudices against people as people—at least none I 
can remember—I have always liked people. And I know there 
are bad persons, but no bad peoples anywhere. This sounds very 
trite to me, even as I write it, but I don’t know how else to say it. 
We could solve most of our racial problems if we would only 
think of them in terms of people who want merely a fair chance 
to live and eat and raise their children and be treated as a person 
and accepted as one. 

I was reading a speech Abraham Lincoln made in 1858 about 
the Declaration of Independence, in which he said: 

“Wise statesmen as they were, they knew the tendency of pos- 
terity to breed tyrants; and so they established these great self- 
evident truths, that when in the distant future, some man, some 
faction, some interest, should set up the doctrine that none but rich 
men, or none but white men, or none but Anglo-Saxons, were 
entitled to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, their posterity 
might look up again to the Declaration of Independence, and take 
courage to renew the battle which their fathers began—so that truth 
and justice and mercy, and all the humane and Christian virtues 
might not be extignuished from the land: so that no man here- 
after would dare to limit and circumscribe the great principles on 
which the temple of liberty was being built.” 

hat’s awfully well said, even though it has the touch of a 
political speech. But.you can read it again and there is nothing in 
it that isn’t true or right. If we ever forget that, or lose it, I 
think we will then be lost as a nation. 

These are some of the thoughts that come, alone, and working 
latg at night, when the world seems shut out and the mind won't 
settle on the job I’ve come to do.

Another Hurricane Tale 


The recent headlines about Florida’s ill wind reminded me of 
a hurricane story I heard in Trinidad last January ... 

Around the turn of the century, a lean-bellied little man named 
Gen. Avrila Hernandez became Mayor of a town on the Caribbean 
coast. 

The town he governed consisted of two parts: An island sham- 
bles of mud huts and sun-baked poverty, and a mainland district 
of landowners who preferred to remain apart from the sight and 
smell of the riffraff. 7 

Like most dictators, the general was an advocate of moderniza- 
tion, and among the blessings he brought to his small domain were 
a shiny fire engine and a steel drawbridge, the first of their kind in 
that part of the world. | 


Priv acy The bridge, which connected the two parts of the town, 

was used not only to join but to separate. Every 
night, after the workers had crossed to their slum dwellings, the 
two halves were raised, ostensibly to allow for the free flow of 
ship traffic in the channel, but actually to insure the safety and 
privacy of the privileged. As a special concession, however? the 
class-conscious contraption was lowered whenever the wind started 
howling, so that in case of tidal wave or hurricane the islanders 
could take refuge in the mainland hills. 

In that part of the Caribbean the wind howls frequently, and 
one day, tired of the intrusion of peasants and goats on their 
estates, the landowners sent a délegation to the Mayor and de- 
manded the trespassing cease. 

“Tt will never happen again,” the general promised.

WASHINGTON—In the upward and downward surge of emotions and events 
toward peace or war, which has characterized recent months, peace seems, fortu- 


nately, to be riding the crest at the moment. 


It is well to take note of that, not 


only because it is hopeful, but because hopes properly taken advantage of may 


bear fruit. 


atory temper is clearly manifest as the United Nations General Assembly begins 


its new session in New York, with preliminary friendly overtures by us and Russia. 


was symbolized in the title, “The Peace Assem- 
bly,” given to the UN World Parliament by its 
new presiding officer, Brig. Gen. Carlos P. Ro- 
mulo, of the Philipines, who is, incidentally, the 
first war veteran to occupy that post. 


The “realists,” as we call them, naturally 
credit the changed atmosphere to the suc- 
cessive steps our nation has taken in recent 
months in its “cold war’ with Russia to match 
power, both economic and military, with 
power. This we have done by creating and 
implementing an alliance of the West—eco- 
nomically through the Marshall Plan and our 
recent measures to check Great  Britain’s 
financial crisis; militarily through the North 
Atlantic Pact and the arms-aid program 
which is on the point of approval by Congress. 


The assumption of the “realists” is that, be- 
cause of the offensive we have taken by all these 
measures, Russia has backed down, at least tem- 
porarily. To this they attribute her more concilia- 
tory attitude. It is all precisely analyzed as a 
victory of the familiar tactic of bluff in the age- 
old diplomatic game of power politics. 

They are undoubtedly right to an extent and 
for the time being. The morale and resistance 
power of the Western democracies have surely 
been.revived, both through economic aid and 
through promises of military support implied in 
the North Atlantic Pact. 

Between that, as at least a minor break into 
the Russian satellite orbit, there is the case of 
Tito, who has been thumbing his nose at Russia 
with tempting side glances our way, for which 
he now gets bribe offers from us. Tito is a curi- 
ous case. Widely acclaimed as hero in the midst 
of war because of his guerrilla operations against 
the Nazis, he was as quickly transformed into a 
villain when he sidled up to Russia after the war. 
Now again halfway acceptable, like the country 
cousin who slicks himself up, parts his hair on

the side instead of down the middle, bones up 
on etiquette and table manners, he is invited 
warily to the house and treated kindly as an 
enticement to continued citified deportment. 

But Tito’s case dramatizes, in itsetf, the whole 
opportunistic game of power politics we have 
been playing. Temporarily successful, perchance, 
it is nevertheless a flimsy foundation for real 
and permanent world peace. It never has ended 
in anything but war before. 

Only if our present advantage thus achieved 
is boldly seized to meet the basic need of world 
unity can we win peace. 


For this the occasion is offered in the UN 
Assembly in New York, an agency in which 
all the United Nations are represented. There 
are now, if we make the best of a splendid 
opportunity, world opinion might be rallied 
to bring about adjustment of fundamental 
differences between ourselves and Russia— 
disarmament, including international control 
of the atomic bomb; strengthening of the UN 
into a real world government, including crea- 
tion of an international police force and aboli- 
tion of the big-power veto in the top UN 
hierarchy, the Security Council. 


Pessimists, citing difficulties previously en- 
countered on these issues, again will say it can’t 
be done. It can and must be done. While the 
UN assembly lacks full authority, yet it has tre 
mendous moral influence which can be exerted 
to compel action. 

It is just possible, too, that the changed at- 
mosphere noted in the Assembly is due partly 
to the still, small voice of the plain people of 
the world, which politicians and diplomats some- 
times finally hear, as well as to the power poli- 
tics maneuvers upon which the “realists” put so 
much store, even this late in the atomic age. 

It’s a good time to tell them again what we 
want.

Editor Constitution: On Sept. 11, there ap- 
peared in your paper a letter headed “Subterfuge 
in Grady.” .The teachers have made what protest 
they could.

NEW YORK—tThe special tax dodge on a pay raise of $50,000 arranged for President Truman in the 
false guise of an expense allowance stands in spectacular contrast to the withholding tax. President 
Truman’s dodge was rushed through before inauguration day because if the trick had been delayed

“women’s news” and, if there is, women 


aren't interested in it. P 


Is Society women’s news? No, there is a man in every wed- 
ding, a male in every engagement, and men at every party worth 
reporting in newsprint. Do men read Society? Make a mistake 
about the engagement announcement of the daughter of an articu- 
late man and learn how interested he is in that department! 

Are Club Activities women’s news? Only if they are idle and 
vain and planned to aggrandize a limited few, and that they can- 
not be and exist these days. If they are vital, their program 
touches the whole community. 

Are family relationships, the rearing of children, baby care, 
food preparation, women’s news? No, they are family items and 
families include men who are equally involved in responsibility. 
Gardens? There are more men with green thumbs than women 
(and with greener thumbs at that). Beauty? Someone should 
read our letters when we run an offer for a reducing diet. Men 
worry about spare tires, too. Fashion? You should get some of 
the mail the models get when their pictures appear in a fashion 
shot. 

Time Magazine has concluded a survey of feminine read- 
ing tastes and that magazine has found that everything in 
the world interests women. Compared with 100 men read- 
ers surveyed, Time learned that 99 women read Art, 115 
Books, 68 Business, 121 Movie, 96 Education, 81 Foreign 
News, 82 International News, 75 Latin America, 97 Letters 
to the Editor, 102 Medicine, 107 Milestones, 101 Miscellaneous, 
107 Music, 86 National Affairs, 102 People, 81 Press, 85 
Radio, 104 Religion, 52 Sports, 118 Theater. 

Not only are these figures flattering, they reveal that women 
need no “writing down,” and the old kindergarten technique of 
presenting materia] labeled for women only has been rank patroni- 
zation. Such revelations have done much and will do more to 
remove the unfortunate segregation of news. 

Bill Howland, Chief of the Atlanta News Bureau of Time, Life 
and Fortune, and Lee Rogers, Managing Editor of The Constitu- 
tion, spoke briefly this week at a luncheon of the Atlanta Woman’s 
Club and they touched these very theories in what must have been 
a complimentary discussion to those who were listening. 

Howland, a newsman for 25 years, praised the real news women 
have made in courageous action, such as that led by Mrs. M. E. 
Tilly in her antilynching program, moving in where men have 
feared to tread, and stressed the feminine leadership in Georgia 
for better schools and education and political action. 

But he chided organized women gently, women have under- 
estimated themselves too long, thinking of their deeds as “pub- 
licity,” not news, settling for inconsequential notices of presiding 
officers, refreshments and entertainments, when they deserved front- 
page attention for their accomplishments. 

“Do not thank the Atlanta papers for ‘publicity’,” he 
said. “If they are honest to their other readers, they will 
have done you no favors. Whatever space you have been 
given has been considered news. If it is not news of action, 
you should not have received it.” 

Rogers, who has watched the progress of women as readers 
with sincere interest, clarified the meaning of the old “women’s” 
sections in modern news, and explained that that department 
properly might be classified as the homemaking division. 

“It is very much like the other sections of the paper—de- 
partmentalized in sports, books, music, youth activities, and the 
subjects, and we do not believe it should be set aside in gender. 
We hope women read the editorial pages as much as they do the 
society section, and will not be satisfied with our paper until they 
find all of it interesting and pertinent to their lives.”

Five years ago when I inter- 
viewed this career-minded 
young woman she told me flatly 
that she was not interested in 
marriage, that her career came 
first—much like the heroine of 
the song “Dance, Ballerina, 
Dance.”

And what a career! She gives 
as many as 75 performances a 
season. She and her husband 
travel thousands of miles on 
tour—and their two-year-old 
daughter goes right along with 
them.

FRENCH WOMEN WANT CENTER-OF-ROAD REGIME 


Mme. Bidault Hits Pyrenees Base 


CANNES — (NANA)—French 
women never will accept any 
Atlantic Pact strategy based 
upon the sacrificial evacuation 
of France in favor of a conti- 
nental defense base behind the 
Pyrenec in Spain, according to 
Mme. Georges Bidault, wife of 
France’s former Premier and 
Foreign Minister. 

Mme. Bidault, whose husband 
now heads the Catholic Pop- 
ular Republican Movement 
(MRP), significantly criticized 
American pro-Franco sentiment 
just as a United States naval 
unit completed a visit of the 
Iberian Peninsular and eight 
American Congressmen started 
military-aid talks with the Ma- 
drid Government. 

Interviewed at her villa on 
the Cap d’Antibes, near Cannes, 
Mme. Bidault also declared her 
country’s womanhood showed in- 
creasing fear the anti-Commu- 
nist zeal in the world might re- 
sult in the rebirth of equally 
dangerous Fascism. 

The young woman who aban- 
doned a high Foreign Minis- 
try position in 1946 to marry

THE PENALTY DOUBLE WITH- 


OUT A TRUMP TRICK 

Many years ago an -minent 
authority broadcast to the bridge 
world the doctrine that con- 
tracts below game should not 
be doubled inless the person 
about to wield the ax held two 
trump tricks. This creed found 
numerous adherents, with the 
result that many opportunities 
to fatten up on enemy errors 
have been lost. Phis accounts, 
I believe for the looseness which 
i. to be observed in the over- 
calling habits of so many per- 
sons. If a player feels that he 
i. not apt to be doubled he will 
naturally take greater liberties 
in the auction. 

It seems to-me that a common 
sense business attitude should 
be adopted towards the penalty 
double. The simple expedient of 
adding your expected tricks to 
those that your partner will 
probably take should simplify 
your doubling problems. It 
should be constantly borne in 
mind, however, that where your 
double involves a certain risk 
(that is, that the opponents by 
reason of the double will] score 
a game if the contract is ful- 
filled) you ought to allow your- 
self a little leeway to provide 
for unexpected distributiom or a 
possible error by your side 

In today’s hand North opened 
with one club and South natural- 
ly responded with one spade. 
West, with complete disregard 
for vulnerability. cr for his fu- 
ture financial security, over- 
called with two diamonds. 
North’s pass at this point was 
sound strategy. It vould L- poor 
tactics to make a free rebid at 
this time even though he held a 
six-card suit, since the opening 
wasgbased on a mere two and 
one-half tricks.

“In fac., these very Rightists 
are becoming a greater and 
greater menace as they profit 
from our fight against Commu- 
nism,” Mme. Bidault continued. 
“For example, if Gen. de Gaulle’s 
Rally of the French People 
(RPF) had come to power, it 
would have been a real danger. 
It is not the General who I think 
is feared, but his movement. 

“Anyway, Gaullism has failed 
and it is no longer a danger to 
France. It has failed because 
‘rench women are not blind

and they can see all the improve- 
ments made by the present’ gov- 
ernment in spite of claims to 
the contrary in Rightist and Left- 
ist papers.” 

When the war ended, the 
Communists were strong. in 
France. They had fought brave- 
ly in the resistance and helped 
write the Constitutidn of the 
Fourth Republic. Many French. 
men who were simple Leftists 
became Communists because 
theirs was the party of action.

Fabrics With Dual 
Personalities on Way 


If you can ignore Indian Summer, Blackberry Winter, 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, New Year’s and George Wash- 
ington’s birthday, you will be eager to know that the 
prettiest ladies in the Easter parade next Spring will be 
wearing dresses that are complete camouflages of their true origin. 

Wool will look like linen; rayon and nylon will look like wool, 
and silk will look like either or both. And to cap it all off, they 
may have passed through their courting stage and have completed 
a marriage of the fibers, and be a mixture of all five of the 
basic fabrics for human apparel. 

As everybody knows, it has taken the, postwar situation in 
fabric quite a while to get here, despite much advance billing. 
This, three experts from New York said yesterday, was due partly 
to the fact that retailers have a custom of waiting to see what 
the customer demands before placing orders, with the result that 
the manufacturers go right on producing tissue failles and the like, 
while new ideas gather mildew, in the stylists’ files.

This, she indicated, will bring back many old friends like 
georgette in rayon, and usher in a host of new textures in nylon, 
like fire-resistant tulle, plaid and check spun nylons that look like 
woolen, cotton and nylon chambray, nylon and rayon brocade, 
nylon velvet that will wash and will not wrinkle, nylon lace, puck- 
ered seersucker taffeta, and much more accordion-pleated lingerie, 
and a nylon duvetyn that looks as rich as old-fashioned wool. 

She urged merchants not to advertise that nylon needs no 
ironing. “That,” she said, “depends on how it is washed. If it 
is wrung, it will need pressing. 
of a towel, it will hang out smoothly and in shape.” 

Mrs. Whitaker explained succinctly why nylon hose do not 
wear as well as they once did. 

“They are half as thick,” she said. “They are 15 denier thread 
instead of 30 denier. If you will go back to 30 denier, they will 
wear just as well.” 

The silk and rayon preview from William Skinner and Sons, 
according to Edith Gilman, Promotion Director, shows that crisp, 
casual clothes will be big news in the Spring, and she mentioned 
the excitement caused by Christian Dior’s shirtwaist dress as in- 
dicative of that trend. 

She prophesied that all shades of brown would be high fashion 
next Spring, with emphasis on an eggshell shade good now under 
furs. She said that shocking pink might be expected as a fashion 


tone, and that all the pumpkin tints, coral, orange and yellows ‘were 


bound to be accepted. 
Miss Jeanne Pierre, Fashion Director, A. D. Juilliard, forecast 


crisp woolens, too, a trend toward sheer fabrics thin enough to be 
comfortable on hot days even in the South.

For Breakfast 


Not long ago a homemaker 
wrote a long letter about how 
dull breakfast was at her house. 
She asked if there wasn’t some 
way to vary the usual “plate of 
toast.” 

No doubt that is a common 
problem only because toast is 
easy to make and it goes so well 
with eggs or breakfast meats. 

Here are six new ways, or at 
least more interesting ways, to 
serve toast for breakfast. 


BANANA FRENCH TOAST 

2 eggs, beaten 

24 cup milk 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

8 slices bread 

14 cup shortening 

2 medium size bananas, sliced 

Combine beaten eggs, milk 
and nutmeg in a shallow bowl. 
Melt shortening in a skillet. Dip 
bread slices into egg mixture, 
turning it to coat both sides. 
Brown bread on both sides in 
hot fat, Place a layer of sliced 
bananas on 4 slices of French 
toast. Cover bananas with a sec- 
ond slice of French toast. Serve 
with maple syrup. Yield: Four 
servings—2 slices toast each. 


CARAMEL NUT TOAST 

14 cup butter or margarine 

1% cup brown sugar 

12 slices whole-wheat toast 

14 cup chopped walnuts or pe- 

cans 

Combine butter and brown 
sugar. Spread 2 teaspons of sugar 
mixture on one side of each slice 
of toast. Top each slice with 
chopped walnuts. Place toast, 
spread side up, on an ungreased 
cookie sheet. Toast in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees F) for 
five minutes. Serve immediate- 
ly. Yield: 6 servings, ‘2 slices 
toast each. 


FRENCH TOAST 

2 eggs, beaten slightly 

2%, cup milk 

14 teaspoon salt 

8 slices bread 

\% cup shortening 

Combine beaten eggs, milk 
and salt in a shallow bowl, Melt 
shortening in a_ skillet. Dip 
bread slices into egg mixture, 
turning it to coat both sides, 
Brown bread on both sides in 
hot fat. Serve with jelly or pre- 
serves. Yield: 4 servings—d2 
slices toast each. 


ORANGE-RAISIN TOAST 
2 tablespoons grated orange 
rind 
% cup orange juice 
1 cup granulated sugar 
Dash cinnamon 
14 slices raisin bread toast 
Combine orange peel, orange 
juice, sugar and cinnamon. 
Spread 1 tablespoon orange mix- 
ture on one side of each slice 
of toast. Place toast, spread side 
up, on an ungreased cookie 
sheet. Toast under a preheated 
broiler (400. degrees F.) for 
three minutes. Serve immediate- 
ly. Yield: 7 servings—2 slices 
toast each. 
HONEY-CINNAMON TOAST 
1 tablespoon soft butter or 
_margarine 
14 cup honey 
14 teaspoon cinnamon 
8 slices toast 
Combine butter, honey and 
cinnamon. Spread ‘2 teaspoons 
honey mixture on one side of 
each slice of toast. Serve imme- 
diately: Yield: 4 servings—2 
slices toast each.

Ot ‘Sweets’ 
On Market 


Coming into market now 
are home-grown golden yel- 
low sweet potatoes. Include 
them in your menus often 
in one of many ways— 
baked, boiled, glazed, fried 
or casseroled. 

Here in the South, fresh crop 
marketings hit top volume from 
mid-September through October, 
with supplies lasting on into 
November. The crop is not a 
particularly big one—32,069,000 
bushels in the nine Southeastern 
states this year, compared with 
31,084,00 bushels last year—but 
after the bulk of the fresh 
sweet potatoes have been sold, 
market supplies will probably 
slide down to the adequate class. 
Nationally, September 1 crop re- 
ports estimate the sweet potato 
crop as 4 percent larger than 
last year, but 18 percent below 
average. 

Sweet potatoes are nutritious 
—rich in vitamin A—easily pre- 
pared, and pleasant to eat. This 
recipe is from the test kitchen 
of the Bureau of Human Nutri- 
tion and Home Economics.

How To Make a Pertect Pot Roast 


There is a place on everyone’s 
menus for pot roasts—and that 
means regularly! Not only does 
the pot roast supply generous 
amounts of the good rich meat 
everyone needs, but it does it 
appetizingly and economically at 
the same time. : 

Behind every fine flavored pot 
roast there is a story—a story of 
selecting the right cut af meat 
and a story of cooking that meat 
so it will be at it’s very best. 


HOW TO BUY 

Beef is the meat that supplies 
cuts for pot roast. There are 
three cuts which are usually pot 
roasted; 1. Arm pot roast iden- 
tified by the round bone; 2. 
Blade pot roast identified by it’s 
long blade bone. (Both of these 
cuts are from the chuck of beef); 
3. Rump roasts are from the 
rump of beef and are one of the 
finest cuts to pot roast. They 
may be purchased bone-in or 
boned and are very meaty. 

In buying a pot roast, remem- 
ber that it is a thrifty idea to 
purchase a large enough amount 
so there will be a good supply 
left for a second or third meal. 


HOW TO COOK 

The secret of success in cook- 
ing a perfect pot roast is to 
brown it well, add a very little 
liquid and cover it closely so it 
cooks chiefly by steam. This is 
called braising. Low heat and 
slow, long cooking is the only 
way to develop that fine flavor.

First of all, brown the meat 
slowly in hot fat. in a heavy 
utensil. This may be a frying 
pan with a cover or a kettle of 
the Dutch oven type, also with a 
cover—the cover. should not be 
used during the browning, how- 
ever.

HOW TO SERVE 


Usually a pot roast is served 
with vegetables because it is so 
easy to prepare the entire dinner 
in one kettle this way. For va- 
riety, omit the vegetables and 
serve fluffy hot rice or light 
mashed Irish or sweet potatoes. 
A generous bowl of good beef 
gravy is a must then. Cranberry 
sauce adds a seasonal note and a 
tossed green salad, cole slaw, or 
Waldorf salad provides the touch 
of crispness needed. 

Pot roast and dumplings is a 
favorite old German dish.. Use 
your own special dumpling rec- 
ipe or try these new style Calico 
Dumplings. The trick in mak- 
ing these or any dumplings is to 
cook them in steaming broth and 
serve as soon as possible. It is 
important also that the lid of 
the kettle remain on tightly 
throughout the cooking period— 
no peeking!
